The  Nursing  School  at 
Delta  State  University,  has 
achieved  its  highest  enrollment 
ever  during  the  spring  of  1994.

Williams  Inducted  Into 
LSU  Hall  of  Fame 

Dr.  Wirt  Alfred  Williams,  '40,  was  recently  inducted 
into  the  Hall  of  Fame  at  Louisiana  State  University 
School  of  Mass  Communications. 

The  Cleveland  native  died  in  1986  in  Los  Angeles, 
where  he  had  been  on  the  faculty  at  California  State 
University  for  33  years. 

Dr.  Williams  had  been  nominated  four  times  for  a 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  journalism.  His  first  book,  The  Enemy, 
was  described  by  Ernest  Hemingway  as  one  of  six  out- 
standing books  he  had  read  that  year.  It  was  nominated 
for  a  Pulitzer  Prize  in  fiction.  Six  other  books  followed. 

Williams's  father  was  chairman  of  the  history  depart- 
ment at  Delta  State  for  more  than  30  years.

Head  Coach  Bill  Marchant  and  Assistant 
Coach  Mike  Kinnison  reported  that  the  baseball 
team  had  an  outstanding  season.  After  complet- 
ing the  season,  they  hold  a  record  of  36-10  and 
tied  for  first  place  in  the  western  division  of  the 
Gulf  South  Conference  at  19-4.
